AN ALTERNATIVE LINK 
Quite naturally, disappointment is be- 
ing expressed in the cities and towns of 
central Saskatchewan and central Alber- 
ta at the route that has been chosen for 
the Trans-Canada highway. That feeling 
is doubtless shared pretty generally by 
people living in all parts of these provinces 
except the southern districts through | 
which the road is planned to run. While 
little or no attempt was made to influence 
the decision of the governments, there was 
a hope in more northerly sections that a | 
course would be chosen through the cent- | 
ral areas of the two provinces, and that | 
the highway would cross the mountains 
through the Yellowhead pass. That hope 
has been disappointed, and there is no 
prospect whatever that the decision will 
be changed. What may now be hoped is 
that, the route having been chosen, the en- | 
terprise will be put in hand without any | 
further delay and men given a chance to | 
work on the.construction while weather | 
conditions make road work possible. 
But that decision does not necessarily | 
imply that the Dominion Government will 
do nothing more toward the construction 
of a national highway system than contri- 
bute toward the cost of the “main line” 
of the Trans-Canada. The route chosen 
will not and cannot accommodate the peo- | 
ple of central and northern Saskatchewan 
nd Alberta as they deserve. It will not 
give them the value to which their num- 
bers entitle them as contributors to the | 
cost of the enterprise through provincial 
and federal taxation. Nor will the visiting 
motorist who crosses the country over | 
that route be given any fair impression of 
the extent and character of the Canadian 
prairie provinces. What will certainly | 
happen, if that is the only available Can- | 
adian highway, is that the motor tourist | 
from the United States or eastern Canada | 
who goes west over the Trans-Canada will | 
return cast over a United States highway; 
and vice versa. In which case Canada will | 
get only half the direct benefit and only 


half the publicity it would get if he made 
both trips over Canadian routes. 

What the communities should do, 
which have been disappointed in the loca- 
tion of the Trans-Canada route, is interest |! 
themselves in pressing for the construc- | 
tion of an alternative loop; branching | 
from the Trans-Canada at Regina and 
running by way of Saskatoon through Ed- 
monton and Jasper to connect there with 
the British Columbia highways running 
south to join the Trans-Canada at Big 
Bend and at Kamloops. 

By far the greater part of this alter- 
native link has already been built by the 
three provinces, on a highway basis. To |’ 
fillin the gaps and bring the whole stretch 
up to Trans-Canada highway standard 
would be a relatively easy job. And as 
little construction remains to be done on 
the Trans-Canada in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, the Dominion should in fairness 
to these provinces give an equal measure 
of assistance to the development of this 


trunk roadway through their central 
areas, 
With this link constructed, there } 


would be provided a “circle tour,” by | 
which a motorist could cross the prairies 
and the mountains by different routes go- 
ing and coming, see the great mountain 
park both at Banff and Jasper, and tra- 
verse both the southern and the central 
portions of Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia, That would provide a 
highway system to keep Canadian tourists 
and tourist money at home, and to draw 
visitors in thousands from the United 
States and eastern Canada. There would 
be nothing like in on the continent. That 
surely is an objective worth trying for, 
alike in the interests of all the districts im- 
mediately affected and in the interests also 
of the country at large. It is a project for 
which Dominion assistance can be asked 
with reason—-and probably wtih success

STEADYING INFLUENCE NEEDED 

The closing down of the C. P. R. con- 
struction shops in four Canadian cities is 
another reminder that there is no such 
thing as a static condition in the business 
world. A depression continues to grow 
worse and more far-reaching while it 
lasts; just as a season of good times de- 
velops into prosperity and then into a per- 
iod of wild speculation. 

It is tragically unfortunate that gov- 
ernments and large employing institutions 
cannot shape their policies to offset these 
upward and downward swings of the econ- 
omic tide. If they restricted their opera- 
tions when things are booming, they might 
be able to carry on more nearly at normal 
pace when the times are dull, and thus 
give a steadying influence when it is badly 
needed. 

WHY THE OBJECTION? 

Hon, Hugh Guthrie spoke for Cana- 
dians of all parties when he urged at Gen- 
eva that the Covenant of the League of 
Nations should be revised so as to bring 
it into conformity with the terms of the 
Kellogg Pact.
